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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 91-100 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
independent claims have been amended to include the subject matter of claims that 
were previously indicated as allowable. Specifically, the limitation added to independent 
claim 53 requiring that the aldehyde is added during the heating or acidification step is 
novel and non-obvious, as the closest prior art requires that the aldehyde be added 
prior to the start of the heating process. The limitation in amended claim 76 that the 
heating time is 1-60 minutes differs from the prior art in that the prior art requires a 
heating time of at least 90 minutes, but preferably several days. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
